AA#hen last we tuned into the 
■ ■ the adventures of the 
Incontrovertible Reviewer, he had 
just confessed to his beloved readers 

paragon of hyper-critical discrimina¬ 
tion which the world knows him as

The dust of the “Crisis" is final¬ 
ly settling, and I'm hoping DC can 

just monkeying around with point- 

tinuity. This is a good omen. Its only 
gesture toward company continuity 
comes at the beginning, when Wal¬ 
ly West turns 20 years old (no longer 
a “Teen" titan, dig?) and we get a 


mercifully short vignette of the in 
evitable cutesy-poo Titans party. 
Beginning on page four Baron brisk¬ 
ly begins his work of telling his story 
and establishing the character and 
tone of the new Flash. 

He does a fun job. Not a brilliant 
piece of work, kind of a formula 
approach to plotting and character¬ 
ization. but full of an appropriate 
speed and vibrancy and dressed up 
with some nice little touches. He 
pokes into some aspects of what it 
would be like to be the Flash that 

neglected: His high metabc 
gives him an insatiable appetite 


while running he sees a man being 
• . attacked and “I’m 20 miles down the 
'■ road before the image fully reg¬ 
isters": he can speed up the healing 
process of his injured body. Baron 
pulls out an entertaining old device 
for the thrust of his story: Flash has

As fond as I am 
of the old Flash series, I hope we 
don’t have to keep being reminded 
of its continuity. 

Second, particularly irksome to 
me, is a gratuitous two-page 
sequence late in the comic in which 
the airplane that Wally West is riding 
is taken over by skyjackers and Flash 
has to beat them up at superspeed 
in order to save the day and preserve 
his identity. This kind of throw-away 
interlude is a plot device that be- 

in the late 1970s, always to their 
detriment. Superman would be fly¬ 
ing to his Fortress of Solitude and 
notice a sinking ship, completely ir¬ 
relevant to the plot, which he would 
then spend two or three pointless 
pages rescuing.. .and so on. I can 
understand the use of such stunts by 
burnt-out, lesser writers. Maybe 
they suddenly realize the plot they've 
cooked up won’t fill enough pages, 
or doesn’t have enough slam-bang 
action for the fans, so. instead of 
bothering to reconceive the story, 
they throw in a hackneyed and un¬ 
developed action sequence. But I 
hate to see a writer of Baron’s abil¬ 
ity falling into that same trite trap. 
This is neither well-crafted storytell¬ 
ing, in the tradition of the great 
Schwartz-Broome-Infantino Flash 
comics of the 1960s. nor is it 
modern comic book real ism. 

Butch. . .| mean, Jacksoh Guice 
tells a good, hard-chugging action 
story with his pencils. He captures 
the sense of Flash's speed in a way 
completely different from that of 
Carmine Infantino. so long identi¬ 
fied with the old Flash, but still very 
effectively. He does, though, seem 
to be the most extreme practicioner 
of the current “tiny-head" school of 
heroic art; Wally West’s noggin 
shrinks alarmingly when he puts on
